DETROIT, Mich,, April 10.— The girl 


who was so foully murdered last raid- 
night on Thirteenth street was identified 
this morning as Carrie M. Jennett of 


1191 
Wabash avenue, a 
daughter 
of 


James K. Jennett, a cabinet maker. Her 


murderer has not 
yet 
been arrested, 


Miss Jennett attended a meeting of a 
Rebecca lodge in a hall not far from 
where she was so brutally murdered. 


Prof. Miller, who is under arrest on 


suspicion of bring the girl's murderer, 
left his house Recording to his wife, at 
8 o'clock last night saying he was going 
to a lodge meeting. At-11:20 p, m., ac- 
cording to his wife, he returned appar- 
ently cool and collected. 


A three hours' search of Miller's home 


by officers resulted in finding a towel 
bearing faint traces of blood rolled up 
and thrust into a corner of the wash 
stand in the 
washroom. Though 
the 


blood traces are scarcely distinguishable* 
the attendant ciVeumstancos caused the 
detectives to believe the -strongest kind 
of circumstantial evidence. 


Miller came Home, according to 
his 


wife's story, at 11:20, IMS than half an 
hour after the murder. He went, direct- 
ly to the sitting rocmi where he met his 
wife and a friend who was calling. Then 
lie went to the kitchen to make ready 
tea and a, light luncheon. While in the 
kitchen Miller was'alone. His wife says 
he had time to wash leisurely before 
either she or her friend went out there. 
The wash room in which the towel was 
found adjoins the kitchen where Miller 
wns preparing lunch. 


The detectives found no other clew.

While the police were bending all ef- 


forts early today toward running down 
the slayer of Miss Jennett, whose muti-

street fast midnight, a second -brutal 
murder was discovered. 


The body of George Henry Heywood 


svas found lying in a pool of blood on 
the sidewalk on Amherst street, a half 
block west of Junction avenue, at 5:30 
o'clcK-k this morning, a deep gnsh over 
the left eye from which the brains oo/.ed, 
telling the cause of death. 


Heywood was head bookkeeper at the 


Michigan Malleable Iron Works and at- 
tended a dance at Baker Hall, corner of 
Baker 
and Seventeenth 
streets 
last 


She left there about 10:15 o'clock. Less j night. His wife had intended to a< com- 
than two 
hours 
later 
her body was 


found. 


William Duit, who lives on Fifteenth 


street, called at the dead girl's home 
this morning and said that he had kept 
company with 
her 
for two or three 


years, fie wept."and displayed much ag- 
itation. While he was talking Detectives 
Seymour and Downey arrived and after 
listening to his story, thought it wtlj to 
keep him under surveillance and accord- 
ingly detained him at the Grand River 
avenue station. 


Tho dead girl was organist of the Re- 


becca lodge to which she belonged and at 
the meeting last night she is said to have 
been cheerful and even gar. Miss Jen- 
nett remained until 10 o'clock am! she 
made a report there relative to her share 
in tlie lodge work. At 10 o'clock she. 
aro.se and said: 
"I don't see what furth- 


er use you have for rue, and I guess I'll 
go home." 


'•Wait for us and you'll have com-, 


patiy,' said one of those, present. 


But the young woman insisted on go- 


ing and went away alone. The others 
stayed there. 


When the police learned this morning 


that Prof. Miller and Miss .Jennett had 
been well acquainted and that he had 
given her music lessons, Captain Uaker 
went to his house. Miller took the an- 
nouncement of the girl's death cooly and 
asked no questions regarding the mur- 
der. 
Captain Baker finally decided to 


take him into custody. When placed in 
'the sweat box at the Grand River avenue 
police station, fto had himself under con- 
trol and said very little. He exhibited 


.apparently in a straight forward manner. 
The officers then asked him to take off 
his coat and vest and then one of the 
most dramatic events known to the local 
police took place. 


With great reluctance the music teach- 


er removed the garments. The officers 
took off his celluloid cuffs and roiled up 
the wrist bands of his white shirt. On 
the inside -of these were found blood 
stains and when they stood revealed and 
when the policemen and detectives look- 
ed up to Miller for an explanation the 
unhappy man turned deadly white and 
fell on the. floor in a fainting fit. He 
was restored to consciousness, and then 
led to a cell, on the way to which he 
fainted again. 


Bloodstains were also 
found 
on his 


trousers. 
Some were found on his over- 


coat and more on his hat. The lint, a 
derby, had evidently been washed, but 
not sufficiently. HS blood crystals were 
positively 
identified. 
Captain 
Baker 


went into the cell with him after he had 
recovered somewhat from his fainting 
condition and spoke to him. Miller was 
seated, but looked up quickly and said: 
"1 know nothing about the matter." 


In the sweat box Miller claimed that 


last night he attended a meeting of the 
Wolverine Circle, an insurance organiza- 
tion on Baker street, and that ho left 
about 11 o'clock. 
If true this would be 


a sufficient alibi for the murder took 
place at 11 o'clock or a few minute; lat- 
er. 


An autopsy today revealed tlie fact 


that within three or four, months a]\e 
woiild have htvome a niofher. 
Jt also 


furnished many evidences 6f the biiital- 
itv with which tlie .poor girl was mur- 
dered. 
In addition l<i the other ghastly 


wounds on her head, her neck had been 


was ill. It is not known 


what time he started for home, .but he 
was found within 100 yards of his home, 
and had evidently been dead some hours. 


As her husband did not return during 


the night, Mrs. Heywood was very much 
alarmed, and arising early she sent her 
oldest boy, Earl, aged 12, out to ;see if 
he could nnad any tract of hjg father. 
The boy hud gone but a short distance 
from the hoiue when he discovered the 
lifeless remain? of Inn parent, Thii po- 
lice were notified and the body was re- 
moved to the morgue and placed beside 
the remains of Miss Jennett who had 
also been murdered but a few hours 
previous.

An examination of Heywood's • body 


and clothes showed that robbery was 
not the motive. There was but the one 
wound, evidently made with a heavy 
blunt instrument, as it penetrated the 
skull and left an ugly cut. Detectives 
we.vo immediately put to work on the 
case and they arrested William F. Jones. 
A roomer in Hoy wood's house. The two 
men 
are said 
to have quarrelled 
fre- 


quently. About seventy feet from where 
the body was found a revolver lay in 
the alley. The little Heywood boy iden- 
tified it as belonging to Jones and said 
he had seen it in his room. Whether it 
could have caused the wound is the ques- 
tion which the police will fathom. 


At the station Jones was examined as 


to the relations with the Heywood fam- 
ily. 
He said his home is in Lincoln, Neb. 


where he has a wife and three children 
He said he first became, acquainted with 
the 
Heywood family about five years 


ago when he went to the house, one day 
to mend a gasoline stove for them. He 
has been boarding there since last Feb- 
ruary. 


There was a freshly discharged ear- 


trodge in the revolver found in the alley 
and said to belong to Jones. Dr. W. R 
Baker, who examined Hey wood's body 
as soon a.s it had -been found, is of the 
•opinion that the wound was inflicted by 
a revolver held at very close range. 


Mrs. Heywood, her three children and 


a neighbor, Mrs. Hobart, were taken to 
police headquarters at noon and exam 
ined by Captain of Detectives McDonnell 
On her way to the. car Mrs. Hoywooc 
said in answer to a-reporter's" questions 
that so far a.s she knew Jones had been 
in his room all night, She said 
that 


twice dnring the night 'he wanted to go 
out and search for Mr. Heywood, but 
that she advised him riot to as he did 
not know where to search and it wiuld 
be. uselftjia.

ing.

The cries and terrible sight aroused 


residents for more than a block and 
also pedestrians and men at work in the 
vicinity. Mrs. A. Shupe was the 
first 


lady to discover the condition of Mrs. 
Sproat. Running back into her home 
she grabbed a blanket, ran out, jumped 
over the fence and was about to throw 
it over the burning woman, who had 
fallen to the ground and was suffering 
awfully, when Joseph Tucker, who hap- 
pened to be driving his team 
by 
the 


place, leaped from his wagon-,' let tire- 
team go and was soon beside Mrs. 
Sproat. 


Mrs. Shupe tossed liim the blanket, 


and in less time than it takes to tell, he. 
wrapped the blanket about 
her and 


smothered the fire and at the same time 
tore off the clothing. Although con- 
scious Mrs. Spront was 
in horrible 


agony. By thirf time, a large crowd of 
people had arrived and among them Dr. 
Sorensou, who made a hasty 
examina- 


tion in the yard and stated that the un- 
fortunate woman was probably 
fatally 


burned. .An attempt was made to pick 
up the lady and carry 
her 
into 
the 


house, but the flesh peeled 
oft" in large 


quantities. 


Mr. Yolney Bassinger and his son Har- 


ry Bassinger did heroic work in tearing 
off the burning clothing' and assisting 
otherwise. 


The entire 'body, from 
the ankles to 


the head, including eyebrows and hair, 
was entirely burned so Tia'dly that 
the 


flesh hung in shreds. With 
difliciilty 


Mr.s. 
Sproat was lifted and carried 
to 


the house, and on the way she continued 
to murmur, "1 was afraid of fire." She 
appeared to he conscious of all that was 
going on around her 
and of what had 


happened. 
The 
sight 
caused many 


ladies to almost faint and Strong men 
turned away. A little later Dr. A. L. 
Buchan, Dr. Williams and Dr. Brown 
arrived at the scene and it was derided 
to take Mrs. Sproat to the St. Luke's 
hospital. The police ambulance wagon 
was sent for, but 3ate in arriving and it 
was after 10 o'clock before the fatally 
injured woman reached the hospital. 


The accident was one of the most de,- 


plorabtc that has happened in Racine for 
many 
years. Mrs. Sproat and her 


daughter, 
who is employed at Bcntz 


Bros.' dry goods store, live alone in the 
house at No 1130 Washington avenue. 
This morning Miss Sproat 
wcnt to the 


store and left her mother at home. 


Mrs. Sproat went, into the back yard, 


raked up leaves and rubbish and started 
a bonfire. In some manner her clothing 
caught fire. She made an effort to ex- 
tinguish Vhe blaze, but failed and in an 
instant she was enveloped in flames. 
She ran screaming through 
the rear 


door into the house, through the rooms, 
out of a side door into the front yard, 
and it was then 
that the people first 


heard her 
cries and 
dihscovered her 


clothing in (lames. After 
the fire was 


put out and she was carried into the 
house the. daughter, who had been noti- 
fied and arrived home, was almost over- 
come from the effects of the shock. 


At the hospital the injuries of Mrs. 


Sproat were pronounced prorbaibly fatal. 
Her condition was most pitiful,

not being a spot on the entire body that 
escaped the cruel fire, except the feet as 
far up a* the ankles.

IN FAVOR OP PLEBISCITE 


Majority Report in Danish Lands- 


thing Raises Qualifications of 


Electors in West Indies. 


COPENHAGEN, April 0.—The Lands- 


thing, or upper house, today concluded 
its secret debate on the treaty providing 
for the .sale of the Danish West "Indies 
to the United States. 


The majority report, which was sign- 


ed by ;J3 members, recommends the rat- 
ification of the treaty after a secret vote 
by electors who are qualified to vote for 
members of the colonial council of the 
Danish West Indies, these electors arc 
holders of property worth 2,000 kroner 
and upwards. The plebiscite heretofore 
demanded involved the entire population, 
including thn negrors. Twenty-two sup- 
porters of the government signed the 
minority report, which is in favor of the 
ratification of tlu>. treaty without pleb- 
iscite. The independent group, aggre- 
gating eight members signed a third re- 
port advocating the rutih'catioti of the 
treaty, wiHi a .subsequent plebiscite of 
the entire population. 


The Lanrlsthing will vote on the report 


in open session next week, when the 
question will be returned to the Folkc- 
tliing or the lower house, which has al- 
ready ratified the treaty without provid- 
ing for a. plebiscite. A conference com- 
mittee will then bo appointed, and it is 
thought possible that this will eventu- 
ally result in the adoption of the; report 
submitted by the eiglit independents. 


Today's session of the Lands thing was 


very exciting. The opposition moved to 
reject the treaty outright, but the mo- 
tion was lost hy 28 to 35 votes.

The original amendm*at on this point 


made' it' punishable by a. fint» of not ex- 
ceeding $2,000 for the mfwter of a ves- 
sel holding an American register to em- 
ploy any Chinese person not. entitled to 
admission to the 
United State*, This 


was amended by making; it unlawful for 
an American ship, for u voyage terminat- 
ing at an American port, to employ Chi- 
nese .sailors. 


Mr. Hilt . vigorously 
opposed the 


amendment. He declared that such, a 
provision would drive the American ships 
on the Pacific under the British fkg. 


Two amendments were adopted with- 


out division, one by Mr. Clark (Mo.) to 
amend Mic definition of "teacher'1 under 
the privileged classes so as to require 
that for two j-ears before admission tho 
teacher should have been engaged in 
"teaching the higher branches, and an- 
other by Mr. Coombs (Cal.) to provide 
that Chinese students shall leave the 
country immediately upon the comple- 
tion of their course of study. 


As parsed the bill practically re-enact^ 


all,t'hc existing exclusion laws and incor- 
porates with them the existing treaty 
regulations. It extends these exclusion 
laws to the Philippines and the other 
possessions of the "United States, and 
forbids Chinese laborers in our coloninl 
possessions coming into this country.

GROWING OF SUGAR BEETS 


Representative of Menominee Firm 


Talks of the Industry. 


Thinks I/and Hitherto Devoted 


Could be Used for a More 


1'rofitable Crop. 


C. B. Wilson, representing the Wiscon- 


sin Sugar Co., of Menominee, Wis., was 
in the city today and called at the. Jour- 
nal oflieu, 
Mr. Wilson said that he came 


here for the purpose of interesting the 
farmers of .Racine county in the growing 
of sugar beets on their farms, instead 
of cabbage. He, states 
that 
cabbage 


growing is not profitable where the land 
has been devoted to that cultivation for 
two and three years in succession and it 
is far more profitable at present to grow 
the beets. 


In the opinion of Mr. Wilson, the sugar 


beet will yield from 10 to 25 tons per 
acre. At present; the Wisconsin Sugar- 
company use the product of four or five 
thousand acres and can take more. The 
soil about Racine is well adapted for 
this purpose and farmers could make 
money. Last year some 
beets 
were 


grown here, but not near as many as 
.was expected and now a determined ef- 
fort will be made to increase the out- 
put. 


The company, according to contracts, 


agree to furnish seed at 15 cents a pound 
and pay for all suitable beets delivered 
by the grower, at fclie rate of $4.50 per 
ton net weight. In addition the com- 
pany proposes to give the grftwer free 
at the factory, one half ton of beon pulp 
for each ton of beets delivered. If the 
grower does not want the pulp the com- 
pany will pay 25 cents more per ton for 
beets. There are other contracts where 
the prices differ. It is understood that 
the Chicago, Milwaukee ifc St. Paul and 
the Chicago & Northwestern companies 
have agreed to haul beets to the factory 
at the rate of 50 cents per hundred. 


Mr. Wilson is confident that he can 


prevail upon the farmers adjoining Ea- 
cine to engage in the growing of beets 
ami perhaps many acres will be devoted 
to that crop instead of cabbage. ' 


Instructions to -beet growers are given 


and also machinery offered for sale..

The rapid extension of free rural mail 


delivery is one of these surprising tilings 
in this surprising age. When first com- 
menced it wns hardly contemplated that 
within three years the service would 
have been so extended. There 
are al- 


ready large numbers of these rural routes 
distributed among different states, IOWR 
arid Indiana heading the list. The cost 
of this service is agreeably disappoint- 
ing, as in many of the districts the costs 
is less than u cent apieoe, and in a few, 
but a small fraction of a rent, and 
the 


supposed-cost has been materially re- 
duced by the gradual abolition of the 
star routes and the smaller postotJiees. 


The department has 
been, of course, 


forced iu considering the 
request 
for 


this service->to consider 
the road ques- 


tion, nnd the districts 
so far 
favored 


have, been those who could offer a f.-iirly 
good road system. But

CorU Trees.

The moment 
the bark Is pooled 'off the tree begins 
to grow another cork skin, aud each 
new one is better than the last, so the 
ilder the tree the better the cork. The 
trees are stripped about every eight 
years, and so strong does it make them 
that they often live to tbe age of 200 
years. After the bark Is stripped off it 
is trimmed and dried and flattened out- 
Then it is packed and shipped to all 
parts of the world.—Meehan's Monthly,

come a free and hide; ancient republic he 
declared that it. was absolutely ^ne-ees- 
sary to tide her over the present crisis. 
The 20 per cent, reduction would save 
the planters from bankruptcy until the 
removal of tlte bounty system in Europe, 
which the Brussels conference aho.'ished 
to take effect Sept. 1, 1903, It was hop- 
ed this would result in the return of 
sugar to its normal price. 


Mr. Payne, said that in time United 


. States exports to Cuba would amount to 


$200,000,000. While he did 
not want, 


Cuba annexed he believed that in time 
she woiiJtl be a part of the United Stales.

ODDS AGAINST THE 


SHIP SUBSIDY Bill 


It ia Not at All a Party Measure- 


Cannot Get Through Committee 


•-House Too Busy for Any 


Suoh Legislation. 


'& Washington correspondent . says: 


"According to the ordinary doctrine of 
chances, the odds are 
three to one 


against the ship subsidy bill becoming a 
law, and fully-ten 
to one against its 


passage 'by the house at this session:" 
This sweeping statement was made to 
The Tribune correspondent personally 
by one of the best known leaders of the 
housft, whose word carries weight wher- 
ever it is heard. He declined absolutely 
to go on record publicly because he said 
he was not opposed to the-ship subsidy 
idea as a whole, but only to the develop- 
ments exhibited in the senate bill. 


"In iny opinion," he said, "the subsidy 


bill cannot get through the committee. 
If, however, it should be reported favor- 
ably, contrary to all present indications, 
it could not get through the house at 
this session. It is not going too far to 
say that if this'subsidy measure should 
ibe reported it will run against a series 
of appropriation bills, conference reports 
and 
similar privileged matter, 
which 


will generally be ready for 
considera- 


tion. 


"From now on the house will be busy 


—too busy to pass subsidy bills at least. 
It is not good politics to take up such a 
measure at this time. It is not even 
good statesmanship. 


"J. Pierpont Morgan is buying up all 


the steamship lines, or at least merging 
the different companies into one general 
pool. It would not 
be wise to take 


money out of the treasury to pay over 
to a consolidated steamship trust. We 
do not believe in Morganizing the ocean,1 


and with a congressional election facing 
us the members of the house could 
not 


assume the risk of passing a bill requir- 
ing the government of the United States 
to subsidize steamship compnaies, . 


"A similar proposition 
to subsidize 


the 
pooled railroads of the LTnit.ed 


States would raise a howl all over the 
country, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve the' people are any more friendly 
to 
consolidation of ocean steamship 


companies than they are to mergers of 
railroads on the land. 


"These and similar reasons will, I be- 


lieve, absolutely prevent consideration 
of the ship subsidy bill until after the 
congressional elections, and unless the 
steamship pool JOPS to pieces the house, 
in my opinion, will never pass a subsidy 
bill of the character indicated;"'-

"I do not favor the retirement of the 


greenbacks." said Senator*Mason. "They 
do not hurt anything. 
There is only 


only $400,000,000 of them, ami as an off- 
set "to this there is -$150.000,000 gold in 
reserve. This leaves only

not covered by the gold reserve. 
This 


amount is so small that the question of 
retirement should not be considered ser- 
iously. 


"The greenbacks fire simply the gov- 


ernment's notes. They are, in fact, due 
bills..anti have b«crt and are. still useful. 
The financial transactions of the govern- 
ment arc so great that a few days' re- 
ceipts would be sufficient to redeem the 
greenbacks if we should desire to retire 
them. 


, "In my judgment it would do no harm 
to issue $500,000,000 greenbacks, as they 
would circulate without being ques- 
tioned. If the amount should be \i\- 
crcased to $5,000,000,000, or if there 
should be a free and unlimited output of 
greenbacks, then, of course, the financial 
system of the government would be. iji 
clanger and the people would not submit 
lo such a proposition."
